As president of the League to Enforce Peace, 
it if plain that the chief duties of former Presi­ 
dent of the United States William Howard Taft 
should be not only to inquire into the best means 
of securing and preserving pekce, but also to 
govern his course by what

inquiry 
should develop. But has he done so? We shall 
not attempt to answer this except through Mr. 
Taft’s own words. There was a proposition up 
before the league, of which he is the head, to 
propound a series of questions to the presiden­ 
tial candidates, and concerning this 
Mr. 
Taft 
wrote: 
t am opposed even to a series of que». 
• 
tions propounded by the League to En­ 
force Peace to presidential ^candidates. 
Such questions cannot hut take on a par­ 
tisan attitude. 
Surely is this a slanderous libel against his 
own country and his own countrymen.

Taft says in effect that no American can even 
seek information concerning a cause that the 
whole world recognizes to be the highest and 
holiest without being inspired by partisan po­ 
litical motives.
